W heat shows an increase of 15 per 
cent for the state.

increase in wheat is in north Texas

27.5 per cent. 
The increase in the 
oats crop is 1.9 per cent, the great­ 
est increase in oats being in north 
Texas, 3.5 per cent. 
The general 
condition of the corn crop is report­ 
ed as fine. 


The most important feature in 
the crop report presented by The 
News this morning is the proof 
presented of the enormus strides 
madein the diversification of crops.
